The council agreed to ask the 
town’s water board for the $5,000 
since the need for resurfacing is due 
to damage done by the water depart- 
ment in 1989.

“THE GIFT OF RIGHTEOUSNESS” 


St. Paul, in his epistle to 
the Romans, refers to those 
who receive “the abundance 
of grace” and “the gift of 
righteousness’ (Rom, 5:17) 
which God in love bestows 
upon all who trust in His 
Son for salvation. 

The Bible declares that 
no man can ever stand un- 
condemned in the sight of 
God, the Judge of all, un- 
less he receives righteous- 
ness as the gift of God’s 
grace. 

Quoting from the Psalms, 
the Apostle says in Romans 
3:10; “It is written, there is 
none righteous, no, not 
one."’ This is why Paul pitied 
those who continued to go 
about “to establish their 
own righteousness"’ (Rom. 
10:3), He knew that their 
struggle was utterly futile, 
that they needed to be 
saved (See Ver. 1). 

Let us thank God that 
the Lord Jesus Christ took 
the condemnation and judg- 
ment of our sins upon Him- 
self at Calvary so that His 


righteousness might be im- 
puted to us by grace through 
faith. Regarding Abraham’s 
justification before God, the 
Apostle says: “What saith 
the Scripture? Abraham be- 
lieved God, and it was 
counted to him for right- 
eousness"’ (Rom. 4:3). 

Abraham’s justification, 
of course, was based on the 
fact that Christ was to die 
for sin, but Christ’s death is 
now past; it is an historical 
fact. Thus righteousness is 
now proclaimed through 
Christ and offered to all as 
a gift. ‘While ye were yet 
sinners, Christ died for us”’ 
(Rom. 5:8). “God hath 
made Him to be sin for us... 
that we might be made the 
righteousness of God in 
Him” (If Cor. 5:21). 

But we must receive this 
righteousness as a gift, for 
“to him that worketh not, 
but believeth on Him that 
justifieth the ungodly, his 
faith is.counted for right- 
eousness”’ (Rom. 4:5).

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Ziglar trial ends with hung jury

Last Friday afternoon, Owen Zi- 
glar’s third trial ended in a hung jury 
with a mistrial being declared by 
Circuit Judge William “Bill” Barr 
late in the afternoon, 

_Ziglar’s third trial began Monday 
with the jury composed of four 
women and eight men getting the 
case Thursday afternoon. 

The jury deliberated the remain- 
der of the day Thursday and returned 
early Friday morning continuing in 
their deliberation all day. They re- 
ported to Judge Barr that they were 
hopelessly deadlocked and further 
deliberation would be fruitless. 

Ziglar was originally charged 
with murder in the 1990 shotgun 
slaying of Edward Lamar Kelley. He 
was convicted on the lesser charge 
of manslaughter in a 1991 trial. 


In 1993, the 1991 conviction was 
overturned by the Alabama Court of 
Criminal Appeals and a new trial 
was ordered. The appeals court ruled 
that Ziglar’s estranged wife was 
forced to testify against him. 

The case was retried in December 
of 1994 and the jury was unable to 
reach a verdict, thus causing a mis- 
trial to be declared, 

During the course of the trial, the 
prosecution attempted to show that 
Ziglar shot Kelley through the door 
of his mobile home, then drove to 
the home of Douglas Taylor in Opp 
where he allegedly planned to shoot 
him also. 

Ziglar was later arrested at his 
home near Elba where a shotgun, be- 
lieved to be the weapon that fired the 
fatal shot, was taken from the trunk 
of his car. 

A firearms expert testified that an 


empty shotgun shell found at the 
scene of the shooting had been load- 
ed in the shotgun found in Ziglar’s 
car; however, he could not say for 
certain that it had been fired by that 
particular shotgun. 

The state must now decide wheth- 
er or not to try Ziglar a fourth time. 
Another term of criminal court is 


scheduled for October 4, 1996 andit « 


is possible that the case could be 
placed on that docket. 

Ziglar can not be tried or convict- 
ed of any mek greater than that of 
manslaughter. Should he be tried and 
convicted, he could be sentenced up 
to 20 years in prison. 

Members of Kelley’s family stat- 
ed that they would press for another 
trial. Friday afternoon, members of 
the District Attorney’s Office would 
not comment on whether or not the 
case would be retried.

The resolution, from the commis- 
sion, requested, authorized and di- 
rected the CCPBA to proceed with 
acquisition and construction of a 
new county courthouse in Enter- 


rise. 
‘i It further addresses the financing 
of the new courthouse by authoriz- 
ing the authority to issue warrants in 
the maximum principal amount of 
$4.5 million . 

The bonds [warrants] will mature

It was noted that so far no funds 
(grants) are available through state 
and federal agencies; however, the 
authority is staying in touch with 
State and federal representatives 
should such funding come available. 

Donaldson, in his presentation, 
commented that the authority, in 
talking with four different architectu- 
ral firms, had seen proposed struc- 
tures containing from 29,000 square 
feet to 51,000 square feet. 

He stated that cost estimates 
ranged from $92 to $110 per square 
foot, not including the cost of land 
acquisition, 

The authority recommended to 
the commission that the new struc- 
ture be built on land already owned 
by the county - directly behind the 
present structure. 

The commission voted unani- 
mously to approve and sign the reso- 
lution presented by the authority. 

There was a large crowd in atten- 
dance at Monday’s meeting; howev- 
er after the authority’s resolution 
passed, the majority of people de- 
parted. 

-In another courthouse related 
matter, the commission accepted the 
low bid of $68,775.00 to install new 
tinted windows in the Elba Court- 
house. Enco Construction of Enter- 
prise was the low bidder on the pro- 
ject.
